CO per cent of a full crop nnd 
Is not to be compared w 1th the Immense 
crop of 1SD6 when apples sold as low as 
73 cents n barrel and w ere so cheap that 
no money could 
be made on them by 
either grower or handler 
The quality 
this j ear is also superior to that of 1398 
with prices in general low er 
New York 
apples are higher than a year ago but 
that is due to the 
exceptionally 
fine 
quality of this seasons New York fruit 
The distribution of the crop varies as 
it does every year 
New York has about 
40 per cent 
of a crop Michigan 50 per 
cent 
of a crop mostly of No 2 apples 
TbcNew England crop is light 
Last 
year the west had none 
This season 
Indiana has a larger yield than for ten 
j ears past and the piles of apples on the 
eeVar floor are bigger than for a long 
time 
Ohio andlowa 
did fairly well 
Illinois has a fair crop of mediums Mis ¬ 
souris yield is small and of poor qual 
ity 
Wisconsin and Minnesota are buy ¬ 
ers 
California did well as did Canada 
which has about 60 per cent of a crop

New York fruit farmers are old hands 
at the business and many of them pack
